Sidebands: Amateur Radio in 
the News

W7HAS Named Cybersecurity Chief. | Howard A. Schmidt, W7HAS, as 
appointed cybersecurity coordinator by President Obama. According to 
Washington Post (December 22, 2009), Schmidt had a similar advisory in 
the administration of George W. Bush. Prior to serving the Bush 
administration, Schmidt was the chief security officer at Microsoft and later 
had a similar role at eBay. He also worked on computer security at the FBI’s 
National Drug Intelligence Center. Schmidt will report to deputy national 
security adviser John O. Brennan. Schmidt is an ARRL member. 


New Licensees Increase. This past year was a banner year for new 
Amateur Radio licensees. According to ARRL VEC Manager Maria Somma, 
AB1FM, the FCC issued more than 30,000 new ham radio licenses. “In 2009, 
the demand for Amateur Radio exam sessions remained elevated and is still 
running at a higher rate than before the FCC's restructuring of the license 
requirements in 2007,” Somma said. “This high level of exam session activity 
has produced an elevated influx of new applications, far outpacing recent 
years.” A total of 30,144 new licenses were granted in 2009 — an increase of 
almost 7.5 percent from 2008. In 2005, 16,368 new hams joined Amateur 
Radio's ranks and just five years later, that number had increased by almost 
14,000 — a whopping 84 percent! Courtesy of The ARRL Letter 


MARS Gets New Focus. The Department of Defense (DoD) issued an 
Instruction concerning MARS, effective immediately. This Instruction gives 
the three MARS services — Army, Air Force and Navy/Marine Corps — a new 
focus on homeland security and a new name: Military Auxiliary Radio 
System. The /nstruction is the first major revision to MARS since January 26, 
1988 -— as such, the first revision since the 9/11 attacks and Hurricane 
Katrina, two major events that changed the way Amateur Radio dealt with 
emergency communications. In the past, MARS had focused primarily on 
emergency communications and health and welfare support. The DoD's 
Instruction now directs the three MARS services to provide “contingency 
radio communications” to support US government operations, DoD 
components and “civil authorities at all levels,” providing for national security 
and emergency preparedness events. MARS units will still continue to 
provide health and welfare communications support “to military members, 
civilian employees and contractors of DoD Components, and civil agency 
employees and contractors, when in remote or isolated areas, in 
contingencies or whenever appropriate.” MARS must also be capable of 
operation in “radio only’ modes — without landlines or the Internet — and 
sustainable on emergency power. Some MARS stations must be 
transportable for timely deployment. Courtesy of The ARRL Letter 


Last Kon-Tiki Survivor, SK. Knut Magne Haugland of Norway passed 
away on December 25. He was 92. Haugland was one of five men, who 
along with ethnographer and adventurer Thor Heyerdahl in 1947, 
successfully crossed the Pacific Ocean in a 45 foot raft made of balsa wood 
and bamboo — named Kon-Tiki — to prove that people from South America 
could have settled Polynesia in pre-Columbian times. Heyerdahl and his 
companions sailed the raft from Peru for 101 days and for more than 4300 
miles across the Pacific Ocean before smashing into a reef in the Tuamotu 
Islands on August 7, 1947. The expedition used call sign LI2B and carried 
three watertight radio transmitters. The first operated on 40 and 20 meters, 
the second on 10 meters and the third on 6 meters. Each unit was made up
